Another plane was 
blown around and smashed into the tail section of a third plane. 

Both men said that on the dry sandy plains of the airport the 
water was at least six inches high during the height of the storm. 
Othm ateas ported flooding as high as six inches. The tornado 
theary advanced by Haas was based on the number of smashed 
trees and the buildings tom apart by the storm. Another strange

James Duley, manager of Grayling Reel Inc., said the plant 
May be ur operation on a limited basis if the rain holds off, but said 
this was an optomistic view. He pointed at the roof of his plant 
which bad been completely stripped by the wind and was still 
toaking tram hundreds of Noles. 

Both his building and the Grayling Eagles Club had suffered 
the most damage, although many other homes had suffered from

“It's a good thing that we were closed down for the weekend or 
there probably would have been a number of injuries here,” said 
Duley. He explained that as far as he could determine the root of 
the huge plant lifted completely off the walls to a height of over two 
leet in the air before slamming back down on the block walls. 

A huge till press which normally sits behind a two foot steel 
girder tell over and ts now in front of ihe twisted see) beam. Duley 
says the only way for the press to fall straight over was for the 
ceiling to lift straight up. Wire conduit pipes and other lines and 
hoses running down from the ceiling were also broken. A steel 
beam nipped from ihe ruul iayed over 100 feet from the terneut 
section. Duley says the whole root is a mass of leaks since the tar 
and insulation were completely stripped from it by the winds. 

He said it would be impossible to operate all the equipment 
until a careful check was made and all machines were dried out to 
prevent accidents when the power is turned on. 

Crews trom Consumer Power worked Jong hard hours at his 
building and many other areas in town to handle downed power 
lines and numerous small fires. Sheriff Haas praised the efforts of 
these men and also said he appreciated very msch the excetlent 
response which came in from over 20 area fire departments and 
police agencies which contributed men and equipment to assist in 
clean-up 

All over the town. neighbors turned out to assist each other in 
cleaning away trees and large limbs which feil from many nother 
trees, Hundreds are still hanging at weird angles after being hit by 
the wind and some estimate it will take weeks before the mess is 
finally cleared away and all the stumps removed. 

Haas said the areas that received the most damage was around 
Pollack Bridge and near Barker Lake Road. The storm laid down a 
swath of trees as far east as Chase Bridge Road. 

Dozens of signs and fences were also smashed in the winds.

This year for the first time. residents of the Grayling area will 
be able to attend freshman level college credit courses in their own 
high school. The Grayling Community School Office is offering 
four colfege credit classes this fall as a part of their new and 
expanded. Adult and Continuing Education Program. The college 
credit classes are being offered in cooperation with Kirtland 
Community College.

“I just hope that the voters here can 
accept this. People seemed to get the 
idea from somewhere that the state is 
going to provide us with money to 
Operate. The state is not going to give 
US any money if the millages are not 
approved.” 

Gave Wyman wi had just réturaed 
to his home following a vacation said 
he has had little time to assess the 
feeling of the population by talking to a 
lot of voters. 

“! would hope that the problem is not 
that the people care more for their 
money than seeing their children edu- 
cated. Every board member would agree 
that the present system of taxation is 
unfair and would support any changes 
in the property tax sysiem,” he said. 

“Mf the problem is over the five year 
idea and if the wili of tne peopie is that 
the millage be for one year only, then so 
be it. If that is wha! the people want 
then that is what they should get. | 
would however, be very reluctant to cut 
the budget any more than it already is 
down to now.” 

Other board members were not avail- 
able for comment on these issues. 

The representatives of various groups 
involved in the issue were also polled to 
see what they felt would be a 
reasonable proposal for the next elec- 
tion and the resounding answer was for 
the abolishment of the five year idea. 

There are several groups in all with 
different stances on the education is-

sue, although, many residents fee! that 
the groups are ail the same one and all 
were opposed to the miilage. This 
confusion has arisen since all have 
been active during the tast year and 
there are many identical ideas among 
members of all the groups. Also con- 
tusing is the fact that many of the 
groups have members which belong to 
some or all of the ather groups as well. 
Lastly, the groups have similar names. 

The largest group in town which has 
been leading the fight to get the 
education cost issue put on an income 
tax rather than a property tax basis is 
the Crawford County Taxpayers Asso- 
ciation (CCTA). This group, of which 
Jack Alef is the president, did not take 
any stand on the millage issue, either 
for or against. Les Powers, one of the 
members said that at the last meeting, 
the members were instructed to vote as 
their conscience indicated they should. 

Powers said his association took no 
stand, although it may in future issues. 
He did say that the group is fully 
opposed to tne present system ot 
taxation but was not out to damage the 
schools. “We did not tell our members 
how to vote, but we stood neutral on 
this millage issue,” he said Friday. “We 
are not out to wreck the schoo! system, 
we are not even out to hurt it. We are 
opposed to the tax system as it 
operates and to the proposed sewer 
system and that is it,” he said. 

“There has been some misunder- 
Standing that we represent the Bear 
Archery strikers but that is not true. We 
represent our members from all over 
Crawford County and that includes 
retired people, those on fixed incomes 
and anyone else in the group," he said. 

Powers says the issue that sticks in 
the craw of the voters is the five-year 
proposal and he said that he felt there 
would be local support for the same 
millage but for one year only. “The 
five-year deal was a mistake since the 
voters are afraid they will get locked 
into a deal that they cannot get out of ‘f 
the state decides to change the present 
system of taxation. If they went for a 
one-year-millage | am sure they would 
get the voter suppor? in this county,” he 
said. 


Powers sald the organization does 
not sanction any other group and did 
not sanction the second group which 
emerged before the election with their 
powerful “ne campaign 

“| think there has to be some 
clarification of that since many people 
think we are the same organization as 
the Concerned Citizens for Falr Tax- 
ation (CCFT)", he said. 

“The individuats who formed that 
committee just before the election did it 
on their own and we did not sanction 
their actions. They have the right to do 
what they want and although there may 
have been some members involved from 
our group, their actions were not the 
will of our group. Our main desire is to

as the basis for educational costs. | 
hope that if the school board will 
support us in this fight against the state 
if we would support them in the 
millage.” 

Jack Aiel, president of the same 
group says that their group in the ori- 
ginal election was very much opposed 
to the iwo millages that were proposed 
on top of the renewal millage. “Those 
parts we were against were defeated 
heavily,’ he said Thursday. Alef also 
said that the five year pian was a 
mistake and said that local voters were 
opposed to loss of contro! of the edu- 
cation issue for that length of time. 

Don Welser is one of the members of 
the Crawford County Association and is 
at the same time involved with the 
Concerned Citizens tor Fair Taxation. 

He said the new group is an organi- 
zation of people opposed to high taxes 
but who are also interested in edu- 
cation. He said they wanted to be 
disassociated from the CCTA and were 
formed from the people who were 
against the millage. 

Asked where his organization would 
go from here, he said he would like to 
work with the school board to see if 
there could be reductions in the budget. 
Welser said he did not know where 
exactly the cuts could come but sug- 
gested that things such as broken 
windows could be checked to efect fuel 
savings and staff could be closely 
monitored to see if cuts could be made 


in personnel. 

He sald that this group is very 
opposed to the present taxation and 
feels that if the millages were defeated 
it might make the state take notice of 
the predicament of the taxpayers. 

Welser was asked what would be a 
reasonable paih for the board to foliow, 
and he said that based on his 
conversation with quite a tew 
well-to-do” or impressive people in the 
community “... there should be a cut to 
8.5 mills and a return to a one year 
system...” 

The one year system according to 
Welser is a major concern to the voters. 
“lam against it (five years} and my 
reason is that it takes away from the 
voters the only right they have in 
said he is not in favor of the schools 
being closed and added that. “We do 
not want to fight with anyone.” 

The other two groups involved in 
political action in town include the 
Committee for Better Education which 
has led the campaign for holding the 
millage at tne present level. and the 
Concerned Citizens for Better Govern- 
ment. This group is a committwe of the 
local Bear Archery union which was 
active in the last general election, but 
has taken no stand on the education 
issues at ali. 

Helen Crawford. head of that com- 
mittee. says that the anty thing they 
have told their members is to be sure 
and vote but has not and probably will 
nol take any stand at al! on the issue af 
millages for education. 

“We have people in our group that are 
opposed but we also have a group that 
is in favor of the education millage. and 
we have taken no stand on this issue.” 
she said. “Although cur members may 
belong to other groups in the com- 
munity we neither oppose or support 
the education issues as a committee. 
We have observers at meetings to report 
to us what is going on in the 
community but the only thing we have 
done is urged our peopie to voie.” 

Members of the committee that have 
backed the millage were not available 
for comment before this story went to 
press.

Regular Meeting of the City Council held Monday, August 29, 
1977 at 7:30 p.m. 

The meeting was called to order by Mayor Protem Golnick at 
7.30, p.m.

Members Absent: McEvers*. Also in Attendance: Jerry W. Morford. 
City Manager; Allen V. Schreiner, City Treasurer; Nelson A. Mites.

Motion by Golnick, supported by Johnson that the minutes of 
the meeting of August 8,1977 be approved as presented. 

There were no citizens present who wished to address Council

“Mr. McEvers was now present. 

Discussion was held on possible sale of the former sewer plant 
on Ingham Street, Mr. Morford described the property and siaied 
that Norm Parker will stake out the property and then we can 
advertise it. 

Mr. Morford reported on the progress of the Water 
Improvement Project. The painters have returned and are working. 
He presented an Invoice from Richards and Associates for 
Engineering services for $1385.50. Motion by Golnick, supported 
by Thompson that the invoice be paid. Ayes: 5. Nays: 0, Absent: 0. 
Motion Carried. 

He also read a letter from Chicago Bridge and Iron Co., 
concerning the new water tank and requesting a 45 day time 
extension, Mr. Morford recommended that council take no action at 
this time but delay until they see how the project goes. 

Mr, Morford stated that in a recent letter to the Crawford 
County Avalanche, Mr. Arthur Thayer referred to a “distortion” in 
the minutes of the meeting of August 8, 1977. This was in reference 
to the discussion of City Water billing procedures and assessment 
of service charges related to sending of shut-olf notices. 

Mr. Morford asked for Council's opinion regarding the wording 
of the August 8. 1977 minutes and was advised by council that the 
minutes were accurate. 

General discussion of the water billing policy and 
non-payment or late payment problems was held. 

Moi.on by Golnick, supported by McEvers that the due date for 
waier/ sewer biils be changed from the 20th of the month following 
billing date to the 10th of the month following billing date. Further 
Inat 24./5 Service cnarge Oe #uued to Ine yin ull ine Gue Uaiv and 
that shut off notices be mailed on the due date as has been past 
practice. This change to take effect with the billing mailed on 
January 10, 1977. The City Manager is also instructed to revise the 
printing on future water bills to conform to the above and to change 
the water billing policy synopsis to conform to the wording on the 
bill. Ayes: 5. Nays: 0. Absent:0, Motion carried. 

Mr. Morford read a letter from Gary Brown of Consumers 
Power relative to street lights and stated that he has discussed this 
and other problems with Mr. Brown. 

The City Manager reported that an interim committee is 
meeting tonight to discuss cperation of the airport when Grayling 
Air vacates the airport. 

A report of the activities of the Youth Services Organization on 
their final work. Mr. Morford stated that he felt that the group had 
done a very creditable though unending job. 

Mr. Morford asked to delay his cemetery report until another 
meeting. 

Mr. Morford reported that Kirtland Community College had 
asked to rent space in City Hall for a classrocrn. Several problems 
have arisen which tend to obstruct the rental. however. he is 
working on the matter with Kirtland officials. 

Discussion was held on advertising of the Industrial Park. Mr. 
Morford stated that he did not know if a sign or signs would be 
appropriate. Several persons commented on the lack of a street 
sign at Industrial Road. 

Mr. Morford reported on the Rasmus Hanson Recreation Area. 
They have applied for CETA heip to clean up the area and hope that 
future years efforts will be even more successful than this past 
year. 

Discussion was held on the City Pension Plan. A letter trom 
Paul Thornson was presented to council. Mr. Morford related the 
present plan and the fact that an employee who has not been “in the 
pian” for 10 years could expect no benefits at ail if he or she should 
need to stop work for medical reasons. He recommended that the 
plan be amended to read “10 years of service to the city" rather than 
the present “10 years in the plan”. Motion by Golnick, supported by 
McEvers that the City Pension Plan be amended to read “10 years of 
service” instead of “10 years in the plan”. Ayes: 5, Nays: 0, Absent: 
0, Motion carried. 

Mr. Morford reported on the city application for CETA help for 
a one year program to do same heavy maintenance on city sewers 
and streets. ; 

A City Council election will be held November 8, 1977. The 
seaté up for election are those of Gordon Thompson and Horace 
ile a petition is October 15, 1977.

Report of Councilmen: 

_ Mr. Golnick stated that perhaps it i6 time to consider a change 
in the burning ordinance since fall is approaching. Mr. Martord will 
prepare something in this respact for council consideration. 

Mr. Golnick stated that he has been asked by several people if 
parking on Lake Street by the Catholic Church could be restricted to 
one side only. Mr. Morford will took into the matter. 

Report of City Manager: 

Mr. Morford reported on projected funds for a street program 
for the spring of 1978. 

Motion by Golnick, supported by McEvers that the meeting be 
adjourned. Ayes: 5, Nays: 0. Absent: 0, Mation carried.
